However, if the new woodwork be close grained, such as white pine, 
poplar, etc., the householder may readily finish the job in question— 
using Clear Lacqueret (two or three coats) if the natural grain and 
color are to be retained, or using a first coat of Colored Lacqueret 
and one or two succeeding coats of ‘‘Clear’” if the surface requires 
tinting or staining.

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THE KITCHEN 


Let us enter by the back door into the kitchen. 

This is the realm of the ‘‘hired girl,’’ and the influence of her scrub- 
bing brush is everywhere in evidence. She cleans not wisely but too 
well betimes. ; 

Those old chairs are without lustre and badly scratched and soiled. 
A coat of Colored Lacqueret (any shade to suit your fancy) will make 
them look better than when they came from the store. 

How the iceman has abused the refrigerator !

That certainly is a handsome set of oak dining chairs you have— 
but the rocker looks a little ‘‘rocky” and needsattention. It’s an odd 
piece and doesn’t match the table chairs, and besides, it was poorly 
finished originally. It’s oak allright, but not ‘‘quartered’”—and en- 
tirely too light to harmonize with the rich antique effect of its more 
upright roommates. Just give it a coat of Dark Oak Lacqueret and 
presto! harmony prevails. 

The children, bless them ! have kicked a few claws from the lion’s 
paws on the table legs; a ‘‘little of the same’’ will answer for these 
also! You don’t need the services of a chiropodist.

Wouldn’t it bea good 
plan to work ina little mahogany here and there to relieve the mono- 
tony?

Clear Lacqueret, if the woodwork is not soiled or scratched, can be 
used with splendid satisfaction throughout the hall—on the furniture, 
floor, staircase, baluster and vestibule. 


A WORD IN PASSING 


All of our colored Lacqueret is ‘‘washable” and durable, and suztable 
for natural wood, stained or painted floors, if it is destred to have 
the floor surface stained or tinted, or if, by reason of neglect and 
abuse, the disfigurements and dirt spots need covering up. However, 
it is generally preferable to usea ‘‘clear” or practically colorless 
finish for floor work, and we therefore recommend Clear Lacqueret 
for all kinds of floors, ina fair state of preservation. Clear Lacqueret 
should always be used on oilcloth and ‘‘figured” linoleum. 


MY LADY’S WORKSHOP 
In the sewing-room it isn’t necessary to watch color harmony close- 
ly. Your taste can run riot here, for plenty of latitude in decoration 
is permissible in this corner of the home. _ 
‘oT would’t be a bad plan to give that scratched antique oak rocker 
a coat of Moss Green Lacqueret. Wonderful improvement! The 
woodwork on the sewing machine is badly bruised: Walnut Lacqueret 
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(if dark) or Light Oak will brace it up and set the wheels agoing with 
envy. 

Hardly enough furniture in this room! A box couch or lounge 
would fill some space and improve the general appearance of things. 

A coat of Rich Red Lacqueret on the modest little sewing table 
would make it as attractive as a summer sunset. 

That rattan easy chair is badly soiled and looks uninviting. It is 
such a comfortable resting place that it has been abused and imposed 
upon. A coat or two of Lacqueret will make it as proud as a pea- 
cock! Then treat the waste basket in exactly the same manner and 
you will marvel at your own ingenuity. 

Give the writing desk a good ‘‘Lacking” for luck and you can then 
put your seal of approval on my lady’s workshop. 

Note—Use Clear Lacqueret on wicker, rattan and wire grass furni. 
ture, if natural fibre-color is to be retained. If the work has been 
previously varnished, one coat of Lacqueret is sufficient. 


THE JUNK SHOP 


Or, more correctly, the store room, where crippled chairs, broken 
down cots and settees, disfigured tables and antiquated and gouty 
‘‘whatnots” are huddled together in sympathetic confusion, is a 
fertile field to look for more trouble after you have assuaged all the 
furniture grief in the living-rooms. 

This looks like a pretty formidable proposition, but you can bring 
order out of this chaos if you go at it patiently and systematically. 

That old cherry rocking chair looks like a tattooed Malay—it’s so 
disfigured! But it’s still intact—and a coat of Cherry or Mahogany 
Lacqueret will put it in such excellent repair that it will answer for 
grandma’s bedroom. 

It’s just like getting money from a forgotten relative to put these 
old side-tracked chairs into commission again—for a mere ‘‘song.”’ 
There’s a certain music, you know, to the squeak of a “‘rocker”’ that 
touches the heart of any old lady. 

And that old walnut bedstead—archaic and careworn! You will 
be dumbfounded to see what Walnut Lacqueret willdoforthis. These 
old-time furniture pieces were substantially made; you can’t wear 
them out! But you can easily rejuvenate them—so why not keep 
them in use as a reminder of Auld Lang Syne?

And that old bookcase with its face to the wall, as if ashamed of 
its condition and company, can be thrown into ship-shape and convul- 
sions of joy with the great restorative, Lacqueret.

SPECIAL NOTICE—FLOORS 


Remove all dust, dirt and grease from the floor before Lacquering. 


For refinishing worn, stained and soiled wood floors, use one coat 
Colored Lacqueret. If the surface is badly worn and requires a sec- 
ond coat, use for this, Clear Lacqueret (after Colored Lacqueret is 
thoroughly dry). Note.—A second coat of Colored Lacqueret over 
itself is apt to produce too dark a finish. 


For refinishing stained, natural wood, painted, oilcloth and linoleum 
floors that are simply dull and lustreless, but otherwise in good order, 
apply one coat Clear Lacqueret—thus retaining the original color 


effect. 


Waxed floors should be carefully scoured with steel wool and wood 
alcohol, so that the wax is entirely removed. Then apply two coats 
- Clear Lacqueret ora first coat of Colored Lacqueret, and a final coat 
of ‘‘Clear.” Note.—Always allow sufficient time for first coat to dry 
properly, before applying second coat. 


Oiled floors, before lacquering, should be thoroughly cleaned with 
water and caustic soda ordilutedammonia. After this, rinse the floor 
surface with clear water and let it dry. Then apply two coats Clear 
Lacqueret, allowing a day between coats for the Lacquer to properly 
harden. If the oil has penetrated the wood so that the floor is per- 
fectly dry, Lacqueret can be applied directly to the oiled surface. 


Clear Lacqueret should always be used on oilcloth and figured lino- 
leum.

DIRECTIONS 


Use a good varnish brush and when through lacquering for the 
day, wash same thoroughly in spirits turpentine, so that it will be 
in good condition for future use. 


If Lacqueret becomes too heavy through evaporation, reduce with 
spirits turpentine. A thin coat of Lacqueret produces best results. 


When through lacquering, close can carefully. 


Note.-—You can’t change a dark-stained surface (ike Walnut) 
to a light shade with one coat Lacqueret—but a light-stained sur- 
face (like Light Oak or Cherry) can easily be changed to a dark 
shade by using a coat of Walnut, Dark Oak or Rosewood Lacqueret.
